Merrill, Wis., May 29.—Four high­ 
waymen entered the Oerman-American 
State bank and while three covered 
Cashier R. C. Ballstadt with their 
rifles, the fourth entered the vault and 
took all the money In sight, probably 
amounting to upwards of $1,000, and 
put it in a satchel. They immediate­ 
ly took to their heels. 
A posse headed by Chief of Police 
Cakier followed In pursuit, chasing 
them out of the woods at the park In­ 
to a clearing beyond, where a running 
fight was had with two of the robbers. 
One of the robbers was wounded. 
He succeeded, however, in getting to 
a swamp with his companion, where 
bqth were captured about half an 
hour later. The other two took a dif­ 
ferent route from the park and were 
Been to swim the Wisconsin river a 
short distance below the park. 
Both the robbers caught are young 
men, one probably sixteen or seven­ 
teen years old, the other about twen­ 
ty years old, and both are strangers 
here and apparently inexperienced as 
highwaymen. They 
had 
automatic 
rifles. 
In their haste they overlooked the 
vault containing many thousands of 
dollars. 
The money was recovered. They 
had thrown the satchel containing it 
into a brush pile. 
At the hospital the wounded man 
stated that his name was John Laya 
and 
his 
home 
Belwood, 
111. The 
younger man refused to give his name 
or address. They were all quite well 
dressed. 


TRAGEDY IN A PARIS CAFE 


Improvement Is 
More In 
Evidence 
Th ic Week. 
New York, May 29.—Bradstreet’s 
review of trade says improvement is 
more in evidence this week but ir­ 
regularities in weather and crop con­ 
ditions and ebb and flow movements 
in trade and industry prevent definite 
general characterization of the situa­ 
tion as a whole. 
House trade with 
jobbers and wholesalers is not usually 
active at this season anti efforts to at­ 
tract business by clearance sales and 
liberal advertising have not been al­ 
together successful. 
There is a fur­ 
ther apparent gain in the optimism 
with which the outlook for the more 
distant future Is viewed, contrasting 
rather sharply with some of the re­ 
ports indicating the backwardness of 
demand for immediate consumption. 
In leading industries the strength of 
demand for iron and steel in most 
finished forms Is notable, and the rail­ 
ways seem to be buying more freely. 
The shoe and leather trades are In 
better shape. 
Higher prices for shoes 
are being paid. There are reports of 
further gains for woolen and worsted 
goods. 
High prices of raw cotton 
are said to curtail profits on goods.

When the engtnemen arrived in the 
city they were at once given an op­ 
portunity to look the suspects over 
Engineer Mickeljahn was especially 
aure of Tortensen because of several 
peculiarities in bis physical makeup. 
He also declared he was equally sure 
about Woods. Several school chil­ 
dren also identified all tho prisoners 
as men they had seen in the vicinity 
of Brown Park school Sunday and 
Monday. 
A laborer living near the scene of 
the holdup identified two of the .pris­ 
oners as men he had seen examining 
the ground in that vicinity a day or 
two before the robbery.

prove as to permit of his taking ad­ 
vantage of an opportunity at a later 
date to move an amendment cutting 
the

two. The 
tobacco 
schedule 
was 
also 
completed. No 
changes were made in the finance 
committee rates on either schedule. 
The sugar, the tobacco and agricul­ 
ture schedule divided the attention of 
the senate with incidental remarks 
on the side by Senator Bacon and a 
general 
tariff 
speech 
by 
Senator 
Stone. 
Senators Gore, Bristow and Clay 
criticised the provision for a duty on 
raw and refined sugar and Mr. Clay 
repeated his allegation of fraudulent 
transactions in the interest of the su­ 
gar trust. 
Mr. Bristow declared that 
the trust has benefitted by the defeat 
of his amendments Thursday, and Mr. 
Gore asserted that by the adoption of 
the 
finance 
committee’s 
provision, 
which was the same aa that passed 
by the house, only 5 cents on the hun­ 
dred pounds of sugar would be saved. 
Senator Bacon’s remarks consisted 
of a charge that the reading clerk of 
the senate and the Republican lead­ 
ers were in collusion to shut off de­ 
bate. The charge grew out of the fact 
that when the senate was about to 
vote on an amendment by Mr. Gore

IT NEVER TURNED A WHEEL 


Most 
M odern 
Sugar 
Refinery 
Was 
Built at Philadelphia. 
New York, May 29.—W. Howard 
Ramsey, former president of the Penn­ 
sylvania 
Sugar 
Refining 
company, 
and George Newhall, who built the 
plant at Philadelphia, were the prin­ 
cipal witnesses in the suit against the 
American Sugar Refining company for 
conspiracy. 
Mr. Ramsey testified that 
he acted merely for Adolph Segal, 
whose stock in the Pennsylvania com­ 
pany is alleged to have come into the 
control of the American company. 
Several other directors testified that 
they were merely dummies for Mr. 
Segal, who directed all operations of 
the company. 
Mr. Newhall described the refinery 
In Philadelphia, which he said was 
the most modern ever built and which 
promised, through the use of novel 
turbine machinery and other cost-sav­ 
ing devices, to produce sugar at a 
lower price than any of Its competi­ 
tors. The plant, he said, had a ca­ 
pacity of 6,000,000 pounds a week, but 
had never turned a wheel. 
Stocks and bonds valued at more 
than $10,000,000 were brought into 
court as evidence. 
They included se­ 
curities alleged to have corno under 
control of the American Sugar Re­ 
fining company and to have been 
voted In Its interest. The case will 
be continued Tuesday. 


ESTATE GOES TD THE FAMILY 


W ill of the Late Henry H. Rogers Ad­ 
mitted to Probate. 
New York, May 29.—The will of 
the late Henry H. Rogers, the Stan­ 
dard Oil millionaire, was admitted to 
probate here. According to Its terms 
practically the entire estate, valued 
according to Wall street estimates at 
between $50,000,00 and $75,000,000, 
ultimately will be divided among the 
four children and their heirs. Half of 
(he equal shares Into which the resid­ 
uary estate is divided will be given 
to the four children when they reach 
the age of forty yeans, while the re­ 
maining half they may dispose of 
only by will, continuing, however, to 
enjoy the income until their death. 
The will is a document of compara­ 
tive brevity. No estimate of the value 
of the estate is given in it beyond 
the customary phrase “more thaw 
$10,000 personal and more than $10,- 
OOO real.” The widow and a large 
number of relatives are provided for 
through trust funds, the interest on ! 
which they will receive during their 
lifetime. The principal Is to revert 
to the estate upon their death. Mrs. 
Rogers’ annuity is specified as $100,- 
000. The others, only ten in number, 
will receive the interest on amounts 
ranging from $10,000 to $200,000. 
The only public bequest is one of 
$100,000 to the town of Fair Haven, 
Mass., Mr. Rogers’ birthplace, to be 
used for school purposes.

Just before the session closed, Sen­ 
ator McCumber spoke In behalf of a 
protective duty on agricultural prod­ 
ucts, predicting great falling off In 
the American production of wheat in 
the near future.

Fargo N, D., May 29.—The jury 
found Edward Simpson, colored, guilty 
of manslaughter In the second degree 
and fixed the penalty at twenty-one 
years in the penitentiary. Simpson 
shot Charles Clark, colored, In a res 
taurant row several weeks ago. 


Opposing Attorneys Have a Spirited 
Clash. 
San Francisco, May 29.—Opposing 
attorneys had a spirited clash in the 
Patrick Calhoun bribery trial when 
John Helms, once a d e te c ts in the 
employ of the United Railroads and 
at the same time in the pay of the 
prosecution, was asked to relate de­ 
tails of an alleged attempt to prevent 
his appearance as a witness against 
Mr. Calhoun. 
Helms, under examina­ 
tion by Assistant District Attorney 
Heney, had told of visits made to his 
ranch in Trinity county by two men 
alleged to have been emissaries of 
the defense. 
Mr. Heney attempted to 
show that Helms had invited the of­ 
fer of a bribe to entrap anyone mak­ 
ing such an attempt. 
Attorneys for the defense inter­ 
posed many objections. 
Early in the day Alonzo J. Monroe. 
an attorney, had testified that lie 
sent Winfield S. Lamb, a rancher, to 
Helms’ residence to carry out instruc­ 
tions transmitted to Monroe by W. II.

New York, May 29.—The federal 
grand jury’s investigation of F. Au­ 
gustus Helnze's affairs in connection 
with the alleged misapplication of 
the funds of the Mercantile National 
bank took a sensational turn when 
United States Attorney Wise applied 
to and obtained from Federal Jnflge 
Lacombe an order directing certain 
directors of the United Copper com­ 
pany to produce the full and complete 
books of that concern in court forth­ 
with or be declared in contempt. 
The directors named, Sanford Rob­ 
inson, Carter Glass. William J. Cur­ 
tis and Horace Abel, reported to the 
court at the time set by Judge La­ 
combe that they were unable to com­ 
ply with the court's order, because 
Mr. Helnze, the president of the Unit­ 
ed Copper company, had refused to 
give them the books or tell where 
they were, giving as bis reason that 
he was under indictment and further 
investigation.

also 
reported 
that they were helpless for the mo­ 
ment, but would atake every effort to 
get into the company’s vaults and 
search for the books there if given 
time. The directors further told the 
court that they had called a special 
meeting of the directorate five days 
hence, when Heinze and Secretary and 
Treasurer Gifford, who, it is alleged, 
has gone to Europe, would be deposed 
from their official positions with the 
company. Heinze, the directors went 
on, told them that Gifford took the 
minute books with him to Europe.

Acted Upon 


The city council met in special ses­ 
sion at the council chambers Friday 
evening, in pursuance to announcement 
made at the last regular meeting. 
Roll call showed Aldermen Henning, 
Cardie, Robertson, Paine, Zakariasen, 
Kjellquist and Deickhaus present when 
President Twohey called that body to 
order. He announced the purpose of 
the meeting to be to act upon the ap­ 
plication of W. T. Larrabee for a sa­ 
loon license and of Geo. R. West for 
permission to transfer his saloon from 
the basement to the first floor of the 
building occupied by him at 213 South 
Sixth street. 
Mayor Ousdahl came in. 
The license of Mr. Larrabee and the 
transfer of Mr. West’s license were 
ordered, the members present voting 
aye in both cases except Alderman 
Kjellquist, who voted no on both roll calls. 
Alderman Drexler here came in. 
The committee on water and fire pro­ 
tection reported that the city would 
need the services of a competent en­ 
gineer in the condemnation proceed­ 
ings. 
Alderman Zakariasen, from the pur­ 
chasing committee brought up the mat­ 
ter of the printing of jobwork forthe city. 
City Attorney Ryan stated that the 
city could under the charter advertise 
for bids, but that as it had not done so 
it could buy the printing needed from 
time to time. Alderman Zakariasen 
presented reports from various cities 
showing what they paid for publishing 
proceedings and other city printing and 
job work. He also had read a report 
from the city clerk showing the amount 
paid for printing and publishing during 
the past year. A motion was made by 
Alderman Paine that the publication 
of the proceedings of the city council 
be dispensed with. City 
Attorney 
Ryan stated that because of the fact 
that the bid of Mr. Halsted was ac­ 
cepted by a resolution adopted when 
there were ten members of the council 
present, it could only be changed by a 
resolution passed when there was the 
same number present, and Mr. Paine's 
motion was therefore out of order. 
A motion was made and carried that 
the city have 200 rosters of the city 
council, 
committees, 
officers, 
etc., 
printed, and the purchasing committee 
was directed to have same done. 
C. M. B. Fischer, 1013 Fir street ap­ 
peared before the city council, and 
stated that a cement sidewalk was or­ 
dered laid in front of his property in 
block 218 last season; that he had it 
laid by Alonzo Everett and had his re­ 
ceipt for its payment, but there was an 
assessment of $70 for sidewalk levied 
against the property nevertheless. The 
records showed that the walk was or­ 
dered laid and that the assessment was 
made by the city engineer, but no trace 
could be found where the city had 
paid Mr. Vaughn for doing the work, 
or where he had ever presented a 
bill for it. T h e ci t y a t t o r n e y 
ruled that it was an error on the 
city engineer and could only be recti­ 
fied by a resolution, which he would 
prepare and present to some subse­ 
quent meeting. 
On motion of Alderman Cardie it was 
ordered that two unused matresses at 
the Central hose house be transferred 
to the city lock-up. 
The sewer committee reported that 
the top of the general sewer from the 
railroad dump to the Kingwood street 
bridge was practically gone and must 
be replaced. It was on motion of Al­ 
derman Drexler ordered that the city 
purchase the necessary supplies and 


that the street commissioner be ordered 
to do the work. 
A verbal request was presented from 
J. K. Pearce asking permission to 
build a 12-foot cement block addition 
to his block on Laurel street and it was 
on motion granted. 
On motion of Alderman Paine it was 
ordered that the city engage an en­ 
gineer to examine the waterworks plant 
and act as witness in the condemnation 
proceedings. The committee on water­ 
works was instructed to confer with 
different engineers and report to the 
council. 
A communication was received from 
Mayor Ousdahl announcing the resigna­ 
tion of H. F. Michael from the library 
board and appointing Prof. J. A. Wil­ 
son to succeed him. Tho appointment 
was on motion confirmed. 
A letter was read from the Western 
Port Huron Co., concerning the {pay­ 
ment for the steam roller sold the city 
two years ago, and the city attorney 
was instructed to answer the same: 
The city council then adjourned.

There is, or at least was a very short 
time ago, residing in Douglas township, 
Clay county, Iowa, an unassuming hero 
of the civil war. He is one of the col­ 
or bearers who led the union hosts up the 
steep sides of Missionary Ridge on that 
November day in 1863, when the sturdy 
northern heroes under General Grant 


putting men back into the rifle-pits. 
His gallant gray was straining a nerve 
for him now and the man rode on horse­ 
back into Dixie’s bosom, who arrayed 
in some prophet’s castoff mantle, fore­ 
told on Monday, that the Yankees 
would leave Chattanooga in five days. 
They left in three, and by the way of 
Missionary Ridge, straight over the 
mountain as their forefathers went. 
As Sheridan rode up to the guns the heels 
of Breckinridge’s horse glittered in the 
last rays of sunshine. That crest was 
hardly well off with the old love before 
it was on with the new". 
Like all brave men, John Cheevers 
was quiet and unassuming. During the 
twelve years which the writer enjoyed 
his acquaintance, only by adroit leading 
on, could he be induced to tell of the 
deeds of prowess which made his name 
famous in the annals of one of the lead­ 
ing regiments of the west. 
Tall, gaunt and grizzled, the image 
of Mr. Cheevers as last seen by the 
writer, will go with him to the grave. 
He was a kindly man and never so hap-

Death of the late A. P. Blanchard 
Just before noon today in the district 
court, Hon. W. A. Fleming offered the 
following resolutions on the death of 
Arthur P. Blanchard: 
Whereas, we have heard, with deep 
sorrow and regret, of the death of Ar­ 
thur P. Blanchard, an honored and 
highly respected member of the bar of 
this state, at his home in the city of 
Little Falls, Minnesota. 
Therefore Resolved, that, on account 
of high and long standing practice of 
his profession, and the confidence and 
esteem in which the deceased was held, 
we the members of the bar of Crow 
Wing county do hereby express our ex 
treme sorrow at the death of our re­ 
spected brother Arthur P. Blanchard, 
and we extend to the family of the 
deceased our condolences. 
Resolved Further, that these resolu­ 
tions be spread upon the minutes of 
this court, and that a copy of the same 
be transmitted to the family of the de­ 
ceased. 
Resolved Further, that out of respect 
to the memory of the deceased this 
court has now adjourned for the re­ 
mainder of the day. 
Mr. Fleming spoke feelingly of the 
deceased, referred to his acquaintance 
with him, and also to his long and hon­ 
orable practice of the law, saying that 
he knew of no one who was more qual- 


turned the tide of that momentous strug­ 
gle. 
John Cheevers, a tall, rawboned Irish 
lad, enlisted in the Second Chicago 
Board of Trade regiment (mustered into 
the service of the United States as the 
88th 111. Vol. Inf.,) on the 27 day of 
August, 1861, and from that day till 
the close of the war he was with his 
regiment in every battle and from 
al­ 
most the very first was its color bearer. 
A charmed life was his. At Murfrees­ 
boro and Chicamauga, at Missionary 
Ridge and before Atlanta, he bore the 
flag to front of the fight, his regiment 
being in nearly every battle of that 
mighty series of campaigns. Left be­ 
hind with Thomas when Sherman left 
Atlanta to deal the the confederacy its 
death blow, the 88th Illinois, with Mr. 
Cheeyer carrying the colors, helped to 
deal the crushing defeat at Franklin 
which annhiliated Hood’s army. 
Of the battle of Missionary Ridge, 
Benj. F. Taylor, the correspondent of 
the Chicago Journal, writing from the 
field, said: 
"What colors were first upon the 
mountain battlement, I dare not try to 
say: bright Honor’s self may be proud 
to bear—bear?—nay proud to follow the 
hindmost.
